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Jailer bill 
can't break 
out of House 
committee

Legislators worried 
about some county jail¬ 
ers slacking off on the 
job ran out of time to 
win approval for a Senate 
bill meant to increase 
accountability for the 
constitutional office dur¬ 
ing the 2015 General 
Assembly session, but it 
will be reintroduced in 
2016. 

The schedule called 
for legislators to wrap up 
their work in Frankfort 
March 23-24. 

Senate Bill 184, drafted 
by state Sen. Danny 
Carroll, R-Paducah, 
gained the support of 
the fall Senate and had 
a first reading before the 
House’s Committee on 
Local Government before 
the session’s end. 

Drafted in reaction to 
the Kentucky Center for 
Investigative Reporting’s 
piece that found some 
jailers elected to office 
in counties without jails 
take their pay while doing 
little to earn it, the pro¬ 
posal would have allowed 
greater oversight by fiscal 
courts over jailers. 

Henry County is one of 
the places that has a jailer 
but no jail, but it was not 
singled out in the news 
report as a location where 
the elected official was 
shirking his duties. By all 
accounts from his fellow 
Henry County officials, 
Jailer Scott Southworth 
works efficiently and 
effectively. 

Consensus by Henry 
County officials like 
Sheriff Danny Cravens 
was Southworth and his 
deputies carried out a 
lot of work that would 
have to be done by the 
sheriff’s office otherwise. 
Cravens also stated how 
the office of a county 
jailer runs is really more 
of a local matter. 

“It’s very rare and 
there’s only just a very 
few taking advantage of 
it,” Carroll said, reacting 
to the investigative report. 
“Ninety-five percent of 
no-jail jailers, they do a 
great job and the people 
get their money’s worth.” 

As written, Carroll 
believed his proposal 
would bring more 
accountability and trans¬ 
parency to the jailer’s 
position and address the 
concerns raised in the 
investigative report. 

The bill doesn’t do 
away with jailers in 
locations without jails. 
Instead, the proposal 
would give fiscal courts 
the responsibility of 
approving an ordinance

Students learn best when they get to wade 
into their lesson and get their feet wet, such 
as when the eighth grade science class at 
Henry County Middle School goes outside 
the classroom for their hands-on water qual¬ 
ity studies. 

Science teacher Larisa McKinney shared 
the benefits of using project-based learn¬ 
ing with the National Science Teachers’ 
Association convention in Chicago March 
12 through 14. The University of Kentucky 
included McKinney in one of the first teach¬ 
er trainings on how to create and conduct 
water quality testing units for science, and 


then UK recently paid for McKinney’s way 
to the national science teachers’ conference 
to talk about the benefits of hands-on educa¬ 
tional opportunities for students. 

“A project-based unit is actually giv¬ 
ing the students a problem to solve rather 
than teaching them by lecture,” McKinney 
explained. “It’s not just the same you do this 
worksheet because they actually know why 
they’re doing it now.” 

Students retain much more of what they 
will experience during class if they engage all 
their senses in the project and work to solve 
a problem, rather than just trying to remem¬ 
ber words from a textbook, she said.

Bad weather 
extends the 
school year

After a wild winter with record snow¬ 
fall, both school districts in the county 
have modified their school calendars to 
get in all their required instructional 
time. 

According to regulation, schools 
must accrue 1,062 hours of instruc¬ 
tional time. Both districts had already 
scheduled more than the required num¬ 
ber of hours into their calendar and 
have some flexibility in scheduling their 
make-up days. 

Eminence Independent Schools 
missed seven days due to weather. 
Eminence chose to use one week of 
their scheduled two-week spring break 
to make up the first five of those days, 
then added school days on May 21 and 
22. The last day for students will be 
May 22. Teachers will be asked to owe 
one more professional development day. 
Graduation is tentatively planned for 
Friday, May 22. The traditional closing 
day celebration at EIS will be held on 
May 19. 

At Henry County, 12 days of school 
have been cancelled, and 11 of those 
will need to be made up, pushing the 
end of school into June. 

For HCPS, teachers will need to 
report to school on May 19 for a pro¬ 
fessional development day. The last

by each May to spell out 
the duties of the jailer in 
the upcoming fiscal year. 

If approved, Senate Bill 
184 would also require jail 
ers to submit a quarterly 
report summarizing all 
prisoner transports. These 
reports must include the 
prisoner’s name, location 
and time the prisoner 
came under the custody 
of the jailer, where the 
prisoner was taken to and 
mileage driven. 

Lastly, the legislation 
stated that fiscal courts 
can set two different pay 
rates for jailers in election 
years — one rate for an 
incumbent jailer and one 
for a newly elected jailer. 

Salaries would be based 
on longevity in office, job 


performance and cost of 
living adjustments, accord¬ 
ing to the bill. Carroll said 
this language was later 
stripped from the bill. 

Sen. Paul Hornback, 
who represents Henry 
County, voted with the 
majority to approve the 
changes to the oversight of 
jailers. 

As written, Rep. Rick 
Rand said this bill really 
wouldn’t change or add 
much in the way of local 


oversight. Fiscal courts can 
already set what salary it 
wants to pay and ask for 
more reports from jailers. 

“They should know 
the activities of the jailer 
because they pay for 
them,” Rand said. “What 
better way to track some¬ 
thing than to pay for it.” 

Carroll intends to file his 
proposal again when the 
2016 General Assembly 
session comes around.

Passing laws to encourage economic development 


Each legislative ses¬ 
sion, the public under¬ 
standably focuses most 
of its attention on the 
biggest issues facing 
the General Assembly, 
which this year range 
from addressing a her¬ 
oin epidemic to mod¬ 
ernizing rules for the 
telecommunications 
industry. 

There are always 
other measures, how¬ 
ever, that also deserve 
recognition because 
of the positive impact 
they will have on the 
state. With the House 
and Senate returning 
to the Capitol early this 
week for the session’s 
final two days, it is 
worth noting many of 
those bills that are set 
to become law. 

Several, for example, 
will help spur eco¬ 
nomic development 
across the state. One 
will make it easier for 
Kentucky’s inventors to 
use the internet to raise 
money locally to turn 
their ideas into real¬ 
ity, while two others 
will use tax incentives 
to make the common¬ 
wealth a more inviting 
place for the film and

television industry and 
for the Breeders Cup as 
it readies for this year’s 
races at Keeneland in 
the fall and is consid¬ 
ering future sites in 
the years ahead. This 
event, which began 
in the mid-1980s, is 
called the richest two 
days in sports and has 
been a frequent visitor 
here during that time. 

Some of the new 
laws will help our non¬ 
profits and charitable 
organizations. One 
will add Kentucky to 
the 15 or so other 
states adopting model 
legislation that stream¬ 
lines how non-profits 
operate, which will 
help local sporting 
groups and others 
while better protecting 
individuals from the 
debt non-profits may 


acquire. 

Our charitable orga¬ 
nizations will soon 
be able to host more 
fundraising events, and 
their raffles are poised 
to be sold beyond the 
county an organiza¬ 
tion is based in. We 
also updated the law 
to allow electronic pull 
tab devices to be used 
in charitable gaming, 
which may help raise 
interest. 

Some of the health¬ 
care-related legisla¬ 
tion to pass this year 
will increase insurance 
coverage for colorectal 
cancer screenings and 
make the public more 
aware of stroke-ready 
facilities across the 
state. We also updated 
the law for families 
making difficult end- 
of-life decisions for 
loved ones. 

In an effort to 
reduce illegal drug use, 
the General Assembly 
has passed legisla¬ 
tion that will encour¬ 
age more people to 
become alcohol/drug 
counselors. With 
broader license require¬ 
ments now in place, 
those with graduate 


degrees will have more 
opportunities within 
this profession, and 
so will former addicts 
who want to help oth¬ 
ers escape this deadly 
cycle. These front-line 
workers play a critical 
role in our efforts to 
stop addiction. 

One new law this 
year will help school 
districts that have accu¬ 
mulated a large num¬ 
ber of snow days this 
winter, and another 
will, for the first time 
in more than a genera¬ 
tion, update the state’s 
laws for the oil and gas 
industry. This mea¬ 
sure has the backing 
of business and envi¬ 
ronmental groups alike 
and sets reasonable 
standards for the grow¬ 
ing practice of fracking, 
which taps these fuels 
deep underground. In 
another industry over¬ 
haul, legislators also 
standardized rules for 
internet-based ride¬ 
sharing programs being 
offered through such 
services as Lyft and 
Uber. 

For farmers and 
other programs that 
benefit from the 


major settlement that 
Kentucky and many 
other states reached 
with tobacco compa¬ 
nies in the late 1990s, 
a new law this year will 
make sure the terms 
of that agreement are 
more strictly enforced. 
Last summer, Kentucky 
reached a deal with 
these companies that 
claimed we did not do 
enough, but this law 
should alleviate any 
doubt going forward. 

Our work passing 
legislation is over this 
week, as I mentioned 
earlier, and the hope as 
of this writing is that 
the House and Senate 
found common ground 
on several unresolved 
issues. That includes 
heroin legislation and 


bills affecting the long¬ 
term financial liability 
in teacher retirement 
and a plan to expand 
civil protective orders 
to victims of dating 
violence, stalking and 
sexual assault. 

I will report on what 
more we are able to 
accomplish this week 
in a future column. In 
the meantime, please 
don’t hesitate to con¬ 
tact me throughout 
the year if you have 
any concerns about any 
aspect of state govern¬ 
ment.

Henry County School 
Board heard more details 
about a renovation proj¬ 
ect for Campbellsburg, 
last renovated in the late 
1980s and early 1990s 
when classrooms, the 
library and air condi¬ 
tioning were added to 
the building, slated to 
begin this summer. Craig 
Aossey of Gary Scott 
& Associates Architects 
provided the scope of 
work to board members, 
which includes encapsu¬ 
lating the corridor floors, 
installing new carpet in 
the media center, laying 
a new multipurpose floor 
in the gym/cafeteria, 
installing new ceiling tiles 
and lighting, replumb¬ 
ing and remodeling the 
bathrooms and replacing 
the roof 

Aspects of the work 
have not been bid by 
contractors yet, but pre¬ 


liminary costs estimates 
for the entire project are 
expected to be between 
$275,000 and $300,000, 
which will come out of 
an escrow account set 
aside for facility improve¬ 
ments. 

Aossey explained that 
some of the work would 
be completed by contrac¬ 
tors, while HCPS staff 
would take on other 
items. The roof is sched¬ 
uled to be repaired over 
spring break and all other 
work will be completed 
by the beginning of next 
school year. 

CES Principal Mark 
Johnson said he is excited 
about the upcoming 
improvements. 

“If kids feel good and 
have pride in their build¬ 
ing, they will take pride 
in their work,” Johnson 
said. “And our kids are 
proud of this building, 
but when they come in 
next year and see things 
all bright and shiny, it 
will be a huge morale 
booster.” 


Johnson said he 
thought students would 
be most excited about 
the new gym floor. 

“We call that space our 
audiogymatorium and 
cafeteria,” Johnson said. 
“We desperately need 
the gym floor. The gym 
floor should thrill them.” 

Aossey explained the 
gym floor will be seam¬ 
less with a rubber base. 

It will be painted with 
numbers along the 
sides to facilitate hav¬ 
ing students line up and 
holding relay races dur¬ 
ing P.E. It will also be 
painted with lines for 
basketball, volleyball and 
four square. 

Johnson said renovat¬ 
ing the bathrooms and 
installing new lighting 
would also make a big 
difference for the school 
and its students. 

“Our kids deserve 
the best,” Johnson said. 
“They’re top notch and 
deserve the best we can 
provide for them.”

Students start their 
investigations in the 
classroom by creating 
their own model water¬ 
sheds out of aluminum 
trays and wax paper and 
mimicking point and 
non-point source pollu¬ 
tion, she explained. The 
students also learn to 
take many different kinds 
of water quality read¬ 
ings, including looking 
at dissolved oxygen, tem¬ 
perature, fecal coliform, 
phosphate, nitrate, tur¬ 
bidity, pH and electrical 
conductivity. 

Students also learn 
what certain living crea¬ 
tures known as macro- 
invertebrates living in a 
stream mean in terms 
of pollution levels and 
how the animals can help 
researchers determine the 
quality of the water. 

With the class work 
completed, the eighth- 
graders take a field trip 
to where New Castle 
treats its sewage to put 
their new knowledge to 
work. 

“At the wastewater 
treatment plant, they not 
only get a tour of how 
water is treated and then 
released back into Towne 
Creek, but they also get 
to visit a station with the 
Division of Water and 
Beckmar Laboratories to 
see how their field work 
is conducted,” McKinney 
explained. “The best 
part of the field trip is 
when the students actu¬ 
ally get to test Towne 
Creek themselves and 
apply the skills that they 
have learned in class.” 

The field studies coin¬ 
cided with the pupils 
reading A Long Walk to 
Water in their Language 
Arts classes to learn 
about the difficulties of 
living in Sudan, where 
clean water is scarce, she 
said. 

“Not only is this a 
portion of their science 
curriculum but the entire 
field trip is interdisci¬ 
plinary with two math 
stations that calculate 
the stream velocity and 
lagoon perimeters, a 
social studies station that 
investigates the history 
of the Clean Water Act 
in the United States and 
a Language Arts station 
that provides enriching 


research opportunities.” 

Afterwards students 
created a mapping inter¬ 
face with ArcGIS and 
evaluate the land use 
around Towne Creek, 
McKinney added. These 
water quality studies 
culminate with a five- 
paragraph research essay 
on topics ranging from 
agricultural runoff con¬ 
tributing to dead zones 
in the oceans, to new 
contaminants people 
have to watch out for, to 
overfishing in the oceans 
and more. 

Student Danielle 
Nichter found the water¬ 
shed unit memorable. 

“I think it was fun 
having, like, a hands-on 
where you could actu¬ 
ally see exactly what she 
was talking about in 
the unit,” Nichter said. 
“(McKinney) wanted us 
to find like bacteria and 
stuff like that was in the 
water, and we actually 
got to smell what it actu¬ 
ally smelled like. And 
some people tasted it and 
said it was nasty. Just a 
really good time. 

“I think this (class is) 
my favorite because, of 
course, Ms. McKinney,” 
Nichter said. “It’s just 
really fun. I think every¬ 
body should have Ms. 
McKinney.” 

Students get a lot 
more out of school 
when they learn to solve 
problems by carrying 
out these experiments, 
McKinney said. 

“I think it’s essential,” 
she said. “Kids don’t 
learn science without 
doing. They don’t learn 
anything without doing. 


So, if they are learning 
to solve a problem it’s 
like giving kids a fish or 
teaching them to fish for 
the rest of their lives.” 

Project-based learning 
also builds the students’ 
confidence and shows 
them the things they do 
will have a greater impact 
on the planet, McKinney 
said. She emphasizes the 
interconnectedness of 
the world by pointing 
out litter that washes 
down a storm drain from 
the middle school park¬ 
ing lot could be swept 
through Towne Creek 
to the Little Kentucky 
and Kentucky rivers and 
through the Ohio and 
Mississippi and end up 
trashing the ocean. 

McKinney happily 
agreed to present what 
she’s learned about 
project-based learning 
at the National Science 
Teachers’ Association 
conference, which she 
estimated about 10,000 
people attended. The 
attendees were not just 
teachers but also muse¬ 
um educational outreach 
directors and officials 
from government entities 
like the Environmental 
Protection Agency and 
the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric 
Administration. 

“It’s a bucket list item 
for science teachers,” she 
said. 

During her part of 
the presentation, sharing 
how other teachers can 
develop a project-based 
approach to water quality 
lessons, McKinney pulled 
up the website she uses 
that encompasses every¬ 
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thing she covers in her 
science class and showed 
it to the roughly 45 peo¬ 
ple in the audience from 
Pennsylvania, Indiana, 
Michigan, Florida and 
Illinois. 

“Letting them borrow 
my lessons,” McKinney 
explained. “As teach¬ 
ers, we steal as much as 
we possibly can because 
everything’s so fast- 
paced.” 

Upwards of 10 audi¬ 
ence members remained 
afterward to talk about 
the components of 
the water quality unit. 
McKinney recalled they 
liked how the lessons 
included information 
from other disciplines 
like math, GIS mapping 
and culminated in the 
field trip. 

McKinney will con¬ 
tinue to share what she’s 
learned with other edu¬ 
cators in future confer¬ 
ences and professional 
development seminars. 
She also sees teaching as 
the most effective way to 
bring an environmental 
message to a receptive 


audience. 

“I went into a science 
field and I worked for 
five years,” McKinney 
explained. “Then I 
decided I was wasting my 
personality and my pas¬ 
sion, and I really wanted 
to make a difference. My 
mom was a teacher, so I 
decided that that was my 
avenue to actually change 
the world.” 

She sees the confer¬ 
ences and trainings as 
great way to get new and 
unexpected opportunities 
that in the end will ben¬ 
efit students. McKinney 
encouraged her fellow 
teachers to take advan¬ 
tage of available train¬ 
ings. 

“I never in my wild¬ 
est dreams thought I 
would be presenting to 
the National Science 
Teachers’ Association 
convention,” she said. 
“Through the avenue 
of UK, they paid for me 
to go, they paid for my 
hotel room, they drove 
me up there — I mean 
they paid for everything 
but the food. You never 


know what opportunities 
might arise.” 

“Larisa McKinney is an 
exceptional teacher that 
is a master of capturing 
the teachable moment,” 
middle school Principal 
Zach Woods said. “She 
is able to do this because 
she has a love for learn¬ 
ing and models this for 
her students. She is pas¬ 
sionate about her subject 
matter.” 

Science is a great gate¬ 
way to learning for the 
middle school aged stu¬ 
dent. Their inquisitive¬ 
ness leads to additional 
learning, he said. 

“The work Mrs. 
McKinney and her grade 
level teachers have done 
with local watersheds is a 
perfect example,” Woods 
said. “The watershed 
work leads to concepts 
in math, reading, writ¬ 
ing and civics. This gets 
the kids involved in all 
of their classes and ulti¬ 
mately involved in the 
community. I am glad 
that her work is being 
recognized on a platform 
like the NSTA.”

No pressure, but let's lower your blood pressure 


If you’ve been diag¬ 
nosed with high blood 
pressure, your heart is 
working overtime. Also 
known as hypertension, 
high blood pressure 
not only raises the risk 
of heart disease. It also 
increases risks to your 
arteries, brain, kidneys 
and eyes. 

Blood pressure mea¬ 
surements give you two 
readings: the top number 
is the pressure in your 
arteries when your heart 
pumps blood. The bot¬ 
tom number is the pres¬ 
sure in arteries between 
beats. 

If you don’t know 
what your blood pres¬ 
sure is, it’s time to find 
out. Bottom line? High 
blood pressure can be 
a silent killer. What 
increases blood pressure? 
As usual, certain risks 
are outside your control. 
That includes genetics, 
age and a family history 
of hypertension. In some 
cases, certain medications 
can raise blood pressure. 



Let your pharmacist 
look over a list of your 
medications to make sure 
that’s not true for you. 

In most cases, though, 
doctors don’t know the 
exact cause. What they 
do know is that mak¬ 
ing lifestyle changes can 
make a big difference. 

Here are some things 
you can do: 

1. Lose a few. Even 
five to ten pounds can 
make a difference in 
blood pressure. Studies 
have also found that belly 
fat may be the kind that’s 
most likely linked to high 


blood pressure. 

2. Exercise. Try to 
exercise 30 to 60 min¬ 
utes more days of the 
week than not. You may 
see a change in your 
numbers within just a 
few weeks. 

3. Make a DASH 
for it. The Dietary 
Approaches to Stop 
Hypertension (DASH) 
diet is rich in whole 
grains, fruits, vegetables 
and low-fat dairy prod¬ 
ucts. Go easy with foods 
high in saturated fats and 
cholesterol. 

4. Limit salt, alco¬ 
hol and caffeine. Read 
food labels, eat fewer 
processed foods and 
don’t add salt to your 
food. Track your habits 
so you can see exactly 
how much alcohol and 
caffeine you drink each 
week. 

Small amounts of alco¬ 
hol can actually lower 
your blood pressure. 

But more than moderate 
amounts can do just the 
opposite. 


Why I’m a diabetes advocate

with permission. Huff 
was one of200 advocates 
from around the country 
convening in Washington, 
D. C y for the American 
Diabetes Association’s 
biannual Call to Congress 
March 10, and she wrote 
this article as a result. 

I am thankful and 
humbled to have been 
selected to attend Call to 
Congress. 

Who am I? Just a 
grandma who has lived 
with type 2 diabetes for 
11 years. I was very ill 
when I was first diag¬ 
nosed. However, with a 
complete lifestyle change, 
I am doing better now 
than I was at age 50! I 
am soon to be 68. 

My diabetes experience 
doesn’t end there. My 
mother had diabetes late 
in life, but she did not 
have to take medication. 

Her aunt also had 
diabetes, but she did 
not take care of her¬ 
self and lived at a time 
when treatments were 
less advanced and died 
young. 

I remember my great- 
aunt dining with us and 
overeating, then taking 
additional insulin to 
bring her blood glucose 
down. I was young, and 
it scared me. I think 
those memories helped 
me to take the disease 
very seriously—as we all 
should. 


I’ll do anything I can 
to increase awareness of 
diabetes. I have spoken 
at the Diabetes Advocacy 
Day in my state capital of 
Frankfort. 

I am active in my com¬ 
munity and with my local 
association office. What 
first was considered a 
curse for me has now 
become my life pas¬ 
sion. I am a community 
organizer for KIPDA 
(Kentuckiana Regional 
Planning & Development 
Agency) Rural Diabetes 
Grant, which is funded 
through the Centers for 
Disease Control. 

I lead our community 
diabetes coalition and 
the “Live Empowered!” 
program in local church¬ 
es. I sign up for the 
local walks. I facilitate 
Stanford Diabetes Self- 
Management Classes. 

I also lead a sup¬ 
port group based on 
the National Diabetes 
Education Program’s 
“New Beginnings,” 
which is for the person 
living with diabetes and 
their family and friends. 

It really deals with the 
emotions and stress of 
diabetes, which are so 
important to address. 

But Call to Congress— 
and the chance to 
speak with members of 
Congress and their staffs 
about this cause—may 
be my biggest moment 
yet in the fight to stop 
diabetes. 

Why am I a diabetes 
advocate? 

I want to help poli¬ 
cymakers realize that 


diabetes is a serious 
disease that has reached 
epidemic levels. They 
need to understand how 
important education and 
resources are to the com¬ 
munity, especially rural 
communities. 

When I was diagnosed, 
we had nothing available 
in Henry County. 

Fortunately, I under¬ 
stood the importance 
of learning about the 
disease. I had two friends 
who really encouraged 
me to learn more and get 
to know my body. 

However, I know from 
my work that many folks 
do not have that motiva¬ 
tion, or that access to 
information. 

We need to empower 
people to believe that 
they are the most impor¬ 
tant person on their 
health care team. 

My mantra has been: 

Diabetes is a personal 
diagnosis, 

Diabetes is a family 
diagnosis, 

Diabetes is a commu¬ 
nity diagnosis, 

And together we can 
win the battle! 

And Congress, we 
need your help! 

Just because you’re not 
part of Call to Congress 
doesn’t mean you can’t 
help. Anyone who is 
affected by diabetes—and 
who isn’t? — can be an 
advocate.

Together, we can win 
this battle. 



Likewise, caffeine can 
also boost blood pres¬ 
sure. Check your pres¬ 
sure 30 minutes after 
you drink a cup of coffee 
and see if it’s more than 
10 points higher than at 
other times of day. 

5. Go smoke-free. 
Smoking can be a tough 
habit to kick. If that’s 
true for you, get help 

to quit for good. And, 
remember: Even second¬ 
hand smoke isn’t harm¬ 
less. 

6. Chill out. Easier said 
than done, I know. But 
stress can temporarily 
boost your blood pres¬ 


sure. You know better 
than anyone what helps 
you relax. Try to build 
that into your daily (or 
weekly) routine. 

If your doctor gives 
you medication for high 
blood pressure, take it 
exactly as prescribed. But 
be patient. It can take a 
while to get your num¬ 
bers where they need to 
be. You may also need to 
try more than one medi¬ 
cine. There are many 
classes of high blood 
pressure drugs, and it can 
get confusing. As you 
know, your pharmacist is 
here as a resource. 


You can’t feel blood 
pressure, so there’s only 
one way to know medi¬ 
cine or a lifestyle change 
is working: Consider 
buying a blood pressure 
cuff from our store so 
you can regularly check 
your blood pressure.

In just a few weeks, 
the Easter bunny will be 
hippity-hoppiting into 
many Kentucky homes. 
Along with the annual 
visit from our long-eared 
friend, coloring Easter 
eggs is one of the favor¬ 
ite holiday activities for 
children of all ages. 

While many of us are 
accustomed to purchas¬ 
ing the little dye tablets 
from the store, you can 
also use natural ingre¬ 
dients to get colorful 
results. 

Ingredients like fresh 
beets, yellow onion skins 
and fruit juices can dye 
eggs. 

Here’s a list of natural 
dye sources and the col¬ 
ors they produce if you 


would like to try some¬ 
thing new. 

• Fresh beets—pink¬ 
ish red 

• Yellow onion skins— 
orange 

• Spinach leaves—pale 
green 

• Red cabbage leaves 
or canned blueberries— 
blue 

• Strong brewed cof¬ 
fee—beige to brown 

• Grape, cranberry, 
pomegranate or beet 


juice—grey/purple / red 
• Golden Delicious 
apple peels—green-gold 
Begin with eggs that 
are hard boiled or blown 
out. 

If you plan to eat 
them, hard-boiled eggs 
should be cooled quickly 
after cooking and stored 
in the refrigerator until 
used. They should never 
be held at room tem¬ 
perature for longer than 
two hours. 


Choose your desired 
color and place the 
natural dye in a pan large 
enough for water to be 
one inch above the dye 
material. 

Bring the water to a 
boil. Simmer for about 
15 minutes or until the 
desired color is achieved. 

Remember eggs will 
be a lighter color than 
the dye mixture. 

Remove the pan from 
heat and strain the dye 
into a measuring cup. 

Add two to three tea¬ 
spoons of white vinegar 
for each cup of strained 
dye. 

Pour the mixture into 
a container deep enough 
to completely cover eggs. 
Place the eggs in water 


and wait until desired 
color is achieved. 

Remove the eggs from 
the mixture and dry 
naturally. 

Remember that natu¬ 
rally dried eggs will have 
a dull finish, but you can 
rub them with cooking 
oil to make them shine. 

If you plan to eat the 
dyed eggs, be sure to use 
food-grade materials or 
dyes for coloring. 

As well as the natural 
dyes listed above, it’s 
safe to use commercial 
egg dyes, liquid food 
coloring or fruit-drink 
powders. 

Make sure no cracks 
develop in the eggs as 
these leave openings for 
bacteria, which can result 


in illness. 

If you’re going to 
consume eggs that have 
been used in an egg 
hunt, hide eggs in places 
away from dirt, mois¬ 
ture, pets and other pos¬ 
sible sources of bacteria. 

Do not hunt these 
eggs longer than two 
hours. 

Eggs can be washed 
and either eaten immedi¬ 
ately or put back in the 
refrigerator within two 
hours. Use them within 
one week of cooking.

No matter your child’s 
experience level, there 
is a dog program to suit 
their interests. 

Young people explore 
topics such as dog anat¬ 
omy, health, nutrition 
and potential genetic 
problems. 


They also learn about 
population control, 
showmanship, training, 
ethics and budgeting for 
animal expenses. 

Experienced 4-H’ers 
can take their education 
a step further by learning 
about responsible breed¬ 
ing, diseases, caring for 
geriatric dogs, training, 
service dogs, dog roles 
and careers related to 
dogs.

When asked if he was 
surprised about the hit¬

“We need to improve 
everywhere,” he said. 
“Obviously, we need to 
tighten up our defense. 
That will come as we 
get more time out on 
the field taking balls off 
the dirt instead of off 
concrete or turf. I think 
we need to communicate 
better during the game 
with each other. 

“We need to work 
on our base running as 
well,” Kasten continued. 
“We’re not getting good 
jumps on the pitcher, 
not really taking good 
leads, or running the 
bases very well. The 
good thing is that we 
were finally able to see 
where our areas of con¬ 
cern are. We really didn’t 
know going into the sea¬ 
son without getting in a 
scrimmage or many field 
practices.” 

Kasten is glad the 
weather has cleared and 
his team could get some
